Apis, DororHy (1897- _). Poet, novelist, author of juve- 
niles. b. Chicago, 1. Lake Forest. Author: Everything and Any- 
thing, 1929; Any Spring, 1933; All the Year Round, 1938; Poor 
Susan, 1942; Dark Summer, 1947; Miss Quinn’s Secret, 1949; 
Lucky Year (Junior Literary Guild Selection), 1951.

Author: Winesburg, 
Ohio, 1919; Poor White (novel), 1920; The Triumph of the Egg, 
1921; A Story-Teller’s Story (autobiography), 1924; Home Town 
(essays on small towns), 1940. 


AyscouGH, FLoreNceE (1878-1942). Translator, poet. b. China, 
1. Chicago. Author: Fir Flower Tablets (poems trans. from Chi- 
nese, with Amy Lowell), 1921; A Chinese Mirror, 1925; Fire- 
cracker Land, 1932; Chinese Women Yesterday and Today, 1937. 


Baker, JeEHU (1822-1901). Historian. b. Ky., 1. Belleville, 
grad. McKendree. Member of Congress. Author: The American 
Crisis, 1861; The Rebellion, 1861 ; Grandeur and Decadence of the 
Romans, 1882.

Au- 
thor: A Street in Bronzeville, 1945; Annie Allen (Pulitzer prize), 
1949; poems in Poetry and other magazines. 


Brown, KaTHERINE Hotranp (~ -1931). Novelist. b. Al- 
ton, |. Quincy. Author: Diane, A Romance of the Icarian Com- 
munity, 1904; Dawn, 1907; Philippa at Halcyon, 1910; Wages of 
Honor, 1917; The Father, 1928; many short stories. 


BROWNE, FRANCIS FISHER (1843-1913). Editor. b. Vt., 1. 
Chicago. Founded Lakeside Monthly, a literary periodical, 1869- 
74, replaced in 1880 by The Dial, which began as a conservative lit- 
erary review. Author: Everyday Life of Abraham Lincoln, 1886; 
Volunteer Grain (poems), 1895. Editor: several books of poetry 
and prose. 


Burton, CHARLES Pierce (1862-1947). Author of juveniles. 
b. Ind., 1. Aurora. Author: The Bashful Man (light essays), 1902 ; 
The Boys of Bob’s Hill (and about 10 others in popular fiction 
series), 1907 ff.; The Trail Makers, 1919. 


Byers, ANDREW L. (1869- _). Religious writer. b. Albany 
(ill.). Author: Treasures of Poetry, 1912; Trips and Adventures, 
1918; Things in Nature, 1920; numerous songbooks and hymnals. 
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CampzELt, Sam (1895- ). Author of animal stories. b. 
Watseka. Lecturer on animals. Author: How’s Inky, 1943; Too 
Much Salt and Pepper, 1944; Eeny Meeny Miney Mo and Stillmo, 
1945 ; On Wings of Cheer, 1948; Moose Country, 1950.

CavanaH, Frances (1899- _). Author of juveniles. b. Ind.,

Treasury of Dog Stories (with Ruth Weir), 1947; Abraham Lin- 
coln, 1950; George Washington, 1950.

Coursey, Oscar WILLIAM (1873- _). Author of fiction and 
nonfiction. b.

Beautiful Black Hills, 1926; Dakota Literature, 1928; Pioneering 
in Dakota, 1937. 


Cozzens, JAMES Goutp (1903- _—).- Novelist. b. Chicago, but

prize), 1948. 


Darrow, CLARENCE SEWARD (1857-1938). Lawyer, miscel- 
laneous writer. b.

DeVries, PETER (1910- _). Poet, novelist. b. Chicago. For- 
mer asst. ed. of Poetry magazine. On ed. staff of New Yorker. 
Author: But Who Wakes the Bugler, 1940; The Handsome Heart, 
1943 ; Angels Can’t Do Better, 1944; poems in leading magazines. 


Ditton, Grorce (1906- +). Poet. b. Fla., 1. Chicago, where 
as undergraduate at U. of C. he became an editor of Poetry maga- 
zine. With Edna St. Vincent Millay translated Baudelaire’s Flow- 
ers of Evil. Author: Boy in the Wind, 1927; The Flowering Stone 
(Pulitzer prize), 1931. 


Dow, DorotHy Minerva (1903-  ). Poet. b. Lockport, 1. 
Chicago. Author: Black Babylon, 1924; Will O’ the Wisp, 1925; 
Dark Glory (biography of Poe), 1931; poems in leading maga- 
zines ; Souvenir de La Malmaison (blank verse play, winner Max- 
well Anderson award), 1937; Time and Love, 1941; Sudden 
Morning (novel), 1947. 


Dreiser, THEopore (1871-1945). Writer of fiction. b. Ind., 
became Chicago journalist as young man. After he moved East, 
Chicago provided setting and materials for much of his writing, 
incl. Sister Carrie (1900) and The Titan (1914). 


Earte, Mary Tracy (1864- +). “Author of fiction. b., 1. 
Cobden. Author: Wonderful Wheel (novel), 1896; The Man Who 
Worked for Collister, 1898; Through Old Rose Glasses and Other 
Stories, 1900; The Flag on the Hilltop (Civil War story of Giant 
City region), 1902. 


EBERHART, Nett RicuMonp (_ -1944). Librettist and poet. 
b. Mich., 1. Chicago. Author: Shanewis (opera, the first by an 
American woman librettist to be produced by Metropolitan Opera 
Co.), 1918; A Book of Verse, 1927; Father of Waters, 1928. 


ENGSTRAND, Stuart (1905- _). Novelist. b. Chicago. Au- 
thor: They Sought for Paradise, 1939; Norwegian Spring, 1941; 
The Sling and the Arrow, 1947. 


Evans, Greorce “Honey Boy” (1870-1915). Composer. b. 
Streator. Outstanding blackface comedian of his day, famous for 
songs and monologues. Of his songs, “The Good Old Summer 
Time” is best remembered. 
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Ferser, Epna (1887- _). Novelist, playwright. b. Michigan, 
1. Chicago, where she did her early writing. From her autobiog- 
raphy: “Ours had been a roving sort of life. It had a curious 
rhythm, too. Kalamazoo—Chicago; Ottumwa—Chicago; Apple- 
ton—Chicago. Chicago had been a springboard.” Author: Roast 
Beef, Medium (short stories), 1913; The Girls (novel), 1921; So 
Big (novel), 1924; Show Boat (novel, then play and movie), 1926; 
Cimarron, 1930; Stage Door (play, co-author), 1936; A Peculiar 
Treasure (autobiography), 1939; Great Son (novel), 1944. 


Fietp, Roswett Martin (1851-1919). Journalist and novel- 
ist. b.

FreLtp, WALTER Taytor (1861-1939). Miscellaneous writer. 
b. Galesburg, 1. Hinsdale. Author many short stories, biographies, 
histories, poems, incl. Rome, the Eternal City, 1904 ; Eight O’clock 
Chapel, 1927; Psalms of the Modern Life, 1937. Editor: The 
Abbey Classics, 1907-10; The Field Readers, 1920-25. 


FLorRER, WARREN WASHBURN (1869- _). Literary critic. b. 
Loda. Author: Several books interpreting German authors. 


FrieDMAN, Isaac Kaun (1870-1931). Journalist and novelist. 
b. Chicago, 1. Winnetka. Author: The Lucky Number (short 
stories), 1896; Poor People (novel), 1900; By Bread Alone, 1901; 
Autobiography of a Beggar, 1903; The Radical, 1907. 


FriskEy, Marcaret Ricwarps (1901- +). Author of juve- 
niles. b. Moline, att. Northwestern, 1. Evanston. Author: Seven 
Diving Ducks, 1940; Three Smart Squirrels, 1942; Tad Lincoln 
and the Green Umbrella, 1944; Adventure Begins at Home, 1946; 
Shoe for My Pony, 1950. 


GaRLAND, HAMLIN (1860-1940). Writer of nonfiction and fic- 
tion. b. Wis., 1. Chicago for several years and for some time at 
Eagle’s Nest art colony near Oregon, Ill. (New England author 
Margaret Fuller first called attention to beauty of this area. Asso- 
ciated with Eagle’s Nest are many prominent artists and authors 
such as C. F. Browne, H. B. Fuller, W. V. Moody, B. L. Taylor, 
G. B. and J. T. McCutcheon, J. H. Breasted, the Peatties. There 
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Garland wooed his wife-to-be, sister of sculptor Lorado Taft, and 
wrote Pulitzer prize Daughter of the Middle Border, 1921.) Au- 
thor: Main-Travelled Roads, 1891; Rose of Dutcher’s Cooley, 
1895 ; Son of the Middle Border, 1917 ; Trail-Makers of the Middle 
Border, 1926.

New Or- 
leans, 1. Chicago. Wife of Carter Henry H. Author: Prince Silver- 
wings, 1902; Star Fairies, 1903 ; Moon Princess, 1905; The Flam- 
ing Sword, 1908; Lands of the Sun, 1925. 
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HatFIELD, WALTER WILBUR (1882- _). Editor. b. Pittsfield, 
grad. Ill. College, 1. Chicago. As editor of English Journal and 
College English magazines, contr. to improving knowledge of lit- 
erature and methods of teaching it. Author several textbooks in 


composition and literature. Editor: An Experience Curriculum in 
English, 1935.
